The enemy jjiays 
it very dirty. Human life and sanity are trash to him. He has an 
unlimited supply of sanitarium cases and a complete disregard of 
law, human rights or the Nuremberg Code (established effective in 
all nations after the Nazi war criminal trials and signed by. all 
nations which prohibits all e::periner.tal physical treatments").

There are many persons in the category of Institutional 
or Shock Cases who - have Been on our line3 for yearsl have 
continued in processing long enough to ho helped, have nadz 
gains and have supported orgs, have followed instructions 
given them and in general have maintained an excellent 
rooord. 

These persons should not "be arbitrarily forced into 
the some category as a person who is arriving at our door- 
Btep for the first time* 

Only those who have already shown that they do net as 
a rule follow one or more of the stipulations of the 16 May 
*70 Policy should he required to hind themselves to those 
stipulations when newly applying for service. 

An HCO Area Seo is at liberty to waive the stipulation 
requiring a bond he posted if the person* a record shows it 
highly unlikely that such a precaution is necessary, hut is 
held responsible should trouble ensue and it is found that 
there wore grounds for demanding a bond. 

The opinion of the Guardian* s Office can be obtained. 
The C/S can advise as to past case progress, tho auditing 
notions to be next undertaken, the hours being purchased. 

Tho Course Supervisor can advise likewise with regard to 
student applicants who fall under the 16 Kay *70 Policy* 

If all seem3 plain sailing, there would ordinarily be 
no reason to delay the person any further in receiving the 
service requested, once ho has put his signature to the 
agreemont laid out in the SPL 74 PecemfaeA 1970. 

• THE AMOUNT OP THE BOND 

The sum of £100 (or equivalent) specified in the SPL 
14 Pec *70 Policy Letter is considered by Legal as boing 
appropriate. 

Ono or two areas have demanded huge' sums be posted in 
bond, thus effectively stopping any further progress. 

It was not the Intention of the 16 May *70 Policy to 
make it impossible for institutional and shock casos to

An 
institutional or shock case, who, having successfully petitioned 
to bo allowed auditing, wish03 to -commence auditing, must sign 
the following in uddition to the normal contract. 

“I*.. L (name) having successfully 

petitioned for permission to bo audited, and having obtained 

the consent of (Org) and.............. 

(Auditor) to audit me, do hereby stipulate and bind 

myself, in consideration of the foregoing and in return for 
auditing, to- the following:

The advantage of this document is that tho 
is bound to honour his contract without any time 
No money changes hands unless he breaks it. 

Another method is to have the pro cl ear actually pay 
over £100 (or equivalent) which is paid into a special account 
and is refundable to him six months after the completion of 
his auditing cycle. This is in accordance with th2 IiCC Policy 
Letter 14 Dec I97O title as above. The money could be given 
to the Org's lawyer to hold on trust. This binds the preclear 
for 6 months minimum and involves an extra admin cycle, i.e. 
refunding the money.
